PROF. WHEELER ON 
"INTERNATIONAL PIRACY" 


New Haven, Feb. 15.—In the course of 


an address before the Men's club of this 
city last night, Professor Wheeler of the 
department of history at Yale outlined 
what in his opinion were the causes of 
the present war in South Africa. 
The 


body of the address was confined to a 
careful statement of history leading up 
to the organization of the great corpora- 
tion, the British tsuth Africa company. 
Its capital of £1/->0,000 was divided into 
1,000,000 shares, 


"To sell the stock it was necessary to 


have innuence. Blocks of stock were 
distributed and money was thrown, right 
and left. Anything that the Prince of 
AVales patronizes goes in London and his 
Influence and that of the swell set was 
tougfit," said the speaker. 


"Jameson was engaged In interna- 


' tlonal piracy in his famous raid. The 
telegrams which he received from Cecil 
Rhodes have never been produced be- 
cause it was said It would not be public 
policy to publish them. It is also said 
that through the influence of the Prince 
of Wales they were not demanded. 
In 


France it is spoken that if this scandal 
were unearthed it wonld be a bigger one 
than the Panama scaindal. 


"The English will -irobably win this 


time. But the Boerr -ill rise again and 
yet again until England will learn that 
the war does not pay. Good government 
Is not possible if morals are divorced 
from politics. Good government Is not 
possible if hanete are dirty." 


DANGER POINT 


OF FLOOD PASSED 


Three Victims of Flood. 


Albany, Feb. 15.—The flood in the Hud- 


son river reached its height at 3 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon, when It registered 
20 feet above the ordinary level. 
At 


midnight it had gone down two feet. 
Three men have lost their lives and 
$500,000 worth of damage has been done 
to property along the river by the freshet. 
The police are aiding poor families along 
the river front where the water reached 
the second floors. 


Boston, Feb. 15.—The damage In New 


England caused by an unusually heavy 
rainfall is being repaired, except at 
points on the large rivers where great 
masses of debris or gorges of Ice blocked 
the natural channels and caused ab- 
normal flowage over usually well-pro- 
tected territory. 


The most interesting of these floods 


•was at 
Montpelier, Vt.. where ths 


Winooskl river, at the confluence of a 
small tributary above the city, by reason 
of two miles of blocked ic», was turned 
into the city streets. Montpelier is built 
on the sides of a valley, and the chief 
thoroughfare Is State street. On this 
street stands, on* one side, on the crown 
of a little eminence, the capitol, and on 
the other an Interesting cottage, the 
birthplace of Admiral Dewey. Behind 
the latter strnpturp are lowlands through 
which a little brook runs. The lowlands 
overflowed' and the torrent swept down 
State street in the dead of night, flood- 
ing fully half the business blocks and 
residences. The clanging fire bell awoke 
the citizens to the danger from flood and 
for hours all sorts <tl expedients were 
adopted to save perishable property. 
The financial loss throughout the city 
•will be heavy, but further danger is ex- 
pected to be averted by use of dynamite 
on the ice gorge.. 


In Maine the rampage of the rivers 


was mild compared with anticipation. 


The rain falling on snow and ice In the 


White mountains and Winnepesauke* 
regions in New Hampshire loosened the 
bonds of winter most effectually there, 
and the Merrlmack and Connecticut 
rivers rose rapidly all Tuesday night and 
yesterday, doing great damage to the 
industries along their banks. 


In central Massachusetts many stream* 


•which have only local reputations for 
tie-wage have done surprising damage 
through inadequacy of natural channels 
to carry away the surplus. This was 
particularly the case along the line of 
the Fitchburg road in this state, and it 
will probably be many days before a 
full accounting of the property losa will 
be known. 


At Orange, Clinton, Fitchbung and in 


the Deerfleld valley the flood reached its 
height yesterday morning and success 
fully placed an embargo on nearly every, 
form of traffic in the vicinity of the low; 
lands.

"The situation In Pretoria was such 


that, as an official, I could not remain 
there while my government was ap- 
parently in the d&,»>k as to 'the exact con- 
ditions in South Africa. 
I could not 


remain in Pretoria, sacrificing my own 
self-respect and that of the people of 
Pretoria, while the government at home 
continued to leave me in the position of 
a British consul, and not an American 
consul. 
There was not one request 


made of me through the department of 
state looking to the care of British In- 
terests in Pretoria, which I did not ful- 
fill. 
On the other hand, American In- 


terests In South Africa were In that 
condition which demanded that the de- 
partment of state should be cognizant 
of them. 


"I issued the statement that Americans 


must remain neutral. 
In the face of 


this, Americans were continually going 
to the front and taking up arms in the 
cause of the Boers. Many of these were 
citizens of the United States. 
Many 


of them were taking the oath of al- 
legiance to,, the Transvaal. 
When my 


vice consul, Mr. Van Ameringen, took 
the oath of allegiance to the republic 
and went to the front, I thought the 
time, had come when I should make are- 
port of these conditions.

many times. On one of these occasions 
a lot of flber paper was discovered on 
her person. The government 
officials 


were completely at a loss to know how 
she had obtained this. Finally she con- 
fessed that a chemical solution had been 
used to wash tho faces of the notes and 
make tiem perfectly clean. Thus she 
was in the habit of taking $1 bills and 
changing them into larger denomina- 
tions. The government authorities re- 
leased her in return for this valuable 
information and for telling them what 
the solution was. However: they had 
her shadowed by detectives and finally 
caught her with $17,000 worth of coun- 
terfeit money in a box. She was found 
guilty upon seven different indictments 
for counterfeiting and was sentenced to 
eight years in the state prison, where 
ehe finally died. 


Ono of the cleverest tricks ever played 


on Uncle Sam was invented by a woman 
who lived in Philadelphia. Her plan 
was to take §10 and $20 goldpieces and 
with a small drill worked by steam 
power to bore out the insides and then 
refill them with some base metal, being 
very careful that they should weigh ex- 
actly the right amount when she had 
finished. This she accomplished by drill- 
ing through the milled edge of the coin, 
and then,' after filling the hole, cover it 
with a little of the extracted gold. In 
this way she made $7.50 on every eagle 
and about $16 on every double eagle- 
The officials of the secret service say 
that this is the safest device ever in- 
vented for cheating the treasury. 


Counterfeiting is very apt to run in 


families. This, of course, is natural, as 
a father brings up his son or daughter 
to follow his profession. 
Women who 


would otherwise be good are often led 
into this sort of crime by marrying men 
who carry it on as a business. But some- 
times it works the other way—women i 
teach their husbands how to moke false 1 
money. This is what happened when 
Ben Boyd married Mary Ackerman of : 
Indiana. Hex father was one of the j 
most successful counterfeiters of his day, , 
and his daughter had a thorough ac- j 
'quaintance with the art. Mrs. Boyd 1 
'Carefully taught her husband all the se- 
c-i/ets of the trade, and he became one of 


i the most famous forgers of the age. 


They carried on the business with 


such a high degree of skill that they 
were not captured for years, and when 
at last the secret service Hawkshaws did 
run them down not a single counterfeit 
plate, note or coin was found in their 
possession. 
When their house was 


searched, $8,000 in good money was 
found. This small amount was all the 
money they had accumulated during all 
their years of crime. Of course the offi- 
cers could not touch it. Afterward suffi- 
cient evidence was secured to convict 
them, and they were sent to prison. 
They both claimed to be converted while 
in state prison, and after their release 
settled in Chicago, where they appar- 
ently lived an honest life. 


A case that annoyed the secret service 


very much was that of a woman who 
employed a clever dodge. She went to a 
large shop and selected a valuable shawl. 
To pay for this she handed the clerk a 
United States treasury note for $1,000. 
He took the money and disappeared, not 
returning for several minutes. When he 
came back, she asked him why he had 
kept her waiting, and he confessed that 
he had taken the bill to a bank near by 
to be sure that it was good. She pre- 
tended to be very angry and said that 
she would not buy the shawl on any ac- 
count and walked out of the shop. A 
little later in the day she returned and 
said that as she could not find any other 
shawl that suited her as well in the 
other shops she had decided to take it 
in spite of the insult offered her. She 
gave him the $1,000 bill, and, getting 
the shawl and the change, left the shop. 
The owner of the shop afterward discov- 
ered that the note he finally accepted 
was a counterfeit.

been good, but on her return she gave 
him the false one, which was a won- 


• derfully clever imitation. The secret 


service was much agita'ted about this 
and several others of the $1,000 bills 
which turned up, but they have since

No matter how long we 
might be parted—once for nearly four 
years—he always recognized me the mo- 
ment we met again and in his own way 
showed his pleasure at seeing me. Even 
on the day of his death, which was a 
painless one, he still attempted to rise 
and greet me, but, unable to do so, he 
would lean his head againsfrrna-and lick 
my hand. No soldier ever had a more 
faithful horse than I had in Daniel 
Webster. "—Our Animal Friends.

ft was a lively time at Pine Ridge, 


cr at least at the 'agency, being "issue 
day" and pay day also. The agent 
would order a steer or a fat cow driven 
from the corral, and calling the name 
of the Indian to whom it was issued 
turn it loose upon the prairie and tha 
mercies of the gentle red man. 


The excitement was great, but Joa 


Strange observed that one of the In- 
dians took no part in the bloody sport. 
Old Pink Eye was narrowly watching 
some men in the busy throng, and 
when Jce started toward the commis- 
sary the Sioux stealthily followed him. 
It was apparent that he was the person 
watched.

Pangman's Tree. 


Peter Pangman is set down in Cana- 


dian annals as being the first white 
man to reach the Rocky mountains, and 
also the first white man ever to see 
them from the east. While in the em- 
ploy of fur traders he ascended the Sas- 
katchewan above its junction with the 
Clearwater, and, looking to the west- 
ward, he saw the white mass of the 
Rocky mountains, to which he after- ' 
ward penetrated, but he marked this 
spot of his first vision by car\ ing his 
name on a pine, which from that day 
became known as "Pangman's tree." 


The great north country was far 


enough off in 1790. Peter Pangman had 
no special canse for believing that any 
second person would pass that same 
way. It was more reasonable to sup- 
pose that time or fire or wind would 
destroy this one pine among the mil- 
lion other pines, and yet 107 years 
after he made his rude inscription 
"Pangman's tree" is spoken and writ- 
ten about. Some years after the North- 
west Fur company established a post on 
the Saskatche^n in the vicinity, which 
came to be called Rocky Mountain 
House. But the post was described by 
its proximity to the tree and not vice 
versa. All the travelers and traders of 
the early days speak of this place as 
"three miles below 'Pangman's tree.' " 
The Rocky Mountain House took its 
name because it was so near this Rocky 
mountain tree. The tree was a landmark 
before the trading post and continued 
to be after the post had ceased. A trans- 
continental railroad passes not far away 
now, 
but it has not obliterated the 


memory of the post nor blotted from , 
the minds of men the living and leafy , 
monument.

As for Peter Pangman, he went into 


history the day he carved his name in 
the bark and identified himself with the 
tree. Alter years of plain and mountain ! 
service he returned to the eastern parts 
of what is now the Dominion of Canada 
and bought lands and reared a family. 
A son of his has been a member of the 
Canadian parliament. This may pre- 
serve the name of the son, but as for 
his father he will be remembered over 
a great region and in histories and geog- 
raphies as the author of "Pangman'i 
tree."—Kansas City Star.

Ins Brigade—Interesting Incidents 
of a Kcmnrkabie Journey Throng!* 
the Hecrt of tl»e Enemy's Country. 
Good Story Told About Captain 
Marsh. 
When I.awton's flying brigade invad- 


ed the heart of Luzon last October and 
November and dislodged Aguiualdo 
from his stronghold in the mountains, 
a train of 11 six niule team army wag- 
ons kept up with the troops for the 
entire distance. It crossed the island, 
practically, from south to north, a dis- 
tance of 400 miles, traversing success- 
fully for half the distance a country 
that the insurgent chief had deemed 
impassable at any time of year. Some 
of the men who were in the train re- 
turned to San Francisco recently from 
the Philippines, and they tell an inter- 
esting story concerning the march, 
says the San Francisco Chronicle. 


The train, wntck originall7 consisted 


of 15 wagons, started from San Fer- 
nando de Parrypaiiga on Oct. 10 in the 
rear of the brigade, which was made 
up, for the most part, of cavalry of the 
rough rider type. 
For the first 200 


miles the roads were hub deep in mud, 
and, although the troops were engaged 
with the enemy almost every day, they 
left the supply train far in the rear. 
Eour wagons broke down on this trip. 
Although in the heart of the enemy's 
country, the train traveled with an es- 
cort of less than a dozen men. So cer- 
tain had the insurgents been that the 
country was impassable that every 
town passed through was found to be 
protected by trenches only on the 
north, from which side alone an attack 
was expected. 


At San Kicolas, had the brigade 


made a forced march, Agulnaldo might 
have been captured; but, as usual, he 
was kept informed by the amigos and 
escaped through a pass in the moun- 
tains to a point where the mounted 
troops could not follow. It was then, 
that General Lawton turned over the 
command to General Young and re- 
turned to the south line, where he ex- 
pected to find heavy fighting. 


When the brigade passed through 


San Nicolas and commenced io skirt 
the foothills, a beautiful countvy was 
entered. For 200 miles the finest mac- 
adam roads, 100 feet in width, well 
drained and solidly built, were trav- 
ersed. When the supply train : eached 
these roads, it rapidly overhauled the 
brigade and after that kept up without 
trouble. Some of the roads we.re built 
of sea shells and were as hard as roek. 
Rain made no impression on them. The 
bridges and culverts were all of solid 
masonry. 
In some places vhe road 


skirted the sea for miles. The country; 
is very populous, and the principal in- 
dustry Is rice growing. ThoMands of 
acres of rice land were passed. It was 
then in the middle of the harvest, and 
the fields were alive with natives, many 
of whom had left the ranks and con- 
cealed their arms while they worked 
in the fields. A picturesque feature 
was the many ruins of monasteries and 
churches, centuries old. The country 
is dotted with fine cocoanut groves. 


The heaviest engagement of the ex- 


pedition was at Tennadin mountain, 
where 
Aguinaldo's veteran 
guard, 
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WORLD. 


numbering about 600 men, was f om^X about in the hollow as mobile as quick- 
strongly intrenched on a steep hillside. 
General Young outwitted the insur- 
gents. While the troopers kept up a 
sharp fire" in front three companies of 
the Thirty-fourth infantry executed a 
flank movement and got up on the 
ridge above the trenches. They sud- 
denly opened fire on the insurgents, 
who were entrapped and would not 
have escaped had night not fallen. As 
It was, they left 164 dead and 12 
wounded in the trenches. 


The expedition ended on Dec. 15 after 


a march of 400 miles through the heart 
of the enemy's country. Everywhere 
the movements of the brigade were 
handicapped by spies. Insurgents who 
had been fighting at the front one day, 
would hide their guns, don white cloth- 
Ing and pass through the American 
lines on the next day, presumably bent 
on peaceful pursuits, but really to spy 
'upon the plans of the American gener- 
al. So long as natives were unarmed 
It was a strict order that they be per- 
mitted to pass In and out of the lines 
at will. Every Insurgent prisoner tak- 
en and every wounded man picked up 
on the field was found to have a neat 
and clean amigo suit packed In his 
traps. Another great aid to the Filipi- 
nos was their complete system of tele- 
graph corps. The country seemed to 
be a network of wires, which were 
carefully cut as the Insurgents retreat- 
ed. At one point 12 brand new tele- 
graph instruments were captured. 


A good story is told at the expense 


of Captain Marsh of the Thirty-third 
Infantry, who at_the head of a few 
companies followed the remnant of the 
•veteran guard through the province of 
Abra and cu* it to pieces. When Gen- 
eral Young tras waiting at Vlgan, 
where the expedition ended, he receiv- 
ed a dispatch from Captain Marsh, 
which he read aloud to his staff.

ran: 


"I have killed General Gregorlo del 


Pilar; I have captured General Con- 
cepclon and his entire staff, and I have 
swept the province of Abra free from 
all Insurgents."

rents. These currents changed their di- 
rection as the point of flame from the 
blowpipe was moved from point to 


(point, and every moment the surface 
agitation was so great that the rest of 
the oxide would break and disclose the 
dazzling metal beneath. 


All know the beauty of quicksilver, 


and iaany have seen the glow of melted 
lead or tin or the red glare of iron as it 
was poured in the foundry or furnace, 
but none of these compares with tke 
beauty of molten silver. Melted gold 
has a beauty of ite own, but not like 
that of silver. The light which comes 
from the melted silver seems as brilliant 
as that from an arc electric light, but 
not dazzling; it is white, with a tinge 
of heavenly violet, and the swirling 
metal seems translucent like a pearl-of 
the finest water.

PERE LA CHAISE, THE GREAT AND 


BEAUTIFUL CEMETERY OF PARIS. 


HOW A JERSEYMAN EXPLAINED HIS 


IDEAS OF THIS GLOBE. 


He Hatlo a Globe by Melting; a Silver 


Dime and Then as It Cooled Showed 
Bow the Earth, Which V/as Once a 
Molten Mass, Got Its Mountains and Seas. 


"If any one doubts that tho earth was 


once a molten mass and that its moun- 
tain chains, its great tablelands and tho 
recesses for the seas were the resvilts of 
the cooling and settling of tho surface 
and then its shriveling to fit the ever 
shrinking center, let him see a world 
made,'' said the observant Jerseyman. 


"That sounds simple," said one of 


his hearers, "but I haven't noticed that 
there were any worlds being made just 
now upon which progress was any faster 
than right here, and I can't say that I 
have observed much change in this old 
globe since I began to watch it.'' 


"I have made many globes," declared 


the Jerseyman, ' 'not merely insensate 
things to represent what we know, of the 
natural and political divisions of the 
earth, but miniature wojlds of the days 
of chaos, with every particle in them 
aglow with heat and all in motion. 
And then I have watched them become 
cold, immobile and dead, with black- 
ened, roughened surfaces, and it requir- 
ed no great stretch of imagination to 
feel that within the few moments which 
the whole operation required one had 
bridged over millions of years in the 
history of a planet and seen it pass 
through every stage of its existence, 
from that of a light giving body to that 
of our own dead and desolate moon. 
Come with me," he continued, "and 1 
will show you the history of our world 
since it first took form." 


With that be led his little audience to 


a workbench and drew forth a chunk 
of charcoal covered on all but one side 
with plaster of paris, a blowpipe and a 
jeweler's soldering lamp. 


"Iwillpiake the globe of a dime," 


he said. And he placed a silver 10 cent 
piece on the charcoal. Then he lit tha 
lamp, and with the blowpipe directed 
the flame upon the dime. Soon the char- 
coal began to glow and burn away about 
the dime in a broad hollow, and then 
the dime turned first black and then 
red, and as it approached a white heat 
it drew itself together until presently it 
was a globule of molten silver. 


If you have nemr seen such a ball of 


glowing, melted silver, you have missed 
one of the prettiest of sights. On the 
outside there forms a very thin skin of 
black oxide, which serves, like a wom- 
an's veil, to heighten the charms be- 
neath it.

It Contaiui 90,OOO Mausoleums and Mon- 


uments—The Last Besting Place of Many 
Whose Names Live In History—A Bat- 
tlefield In the Days of the Commune. 


Pere la Chaise, so called after Louis 


XTV's confessor, who had tiis residence 
on the hill long ago, covers IOC 1-3 acres 
and is laid out, like a miniature city, 
in nearly 150 streets or avenues and lit- 
tle paths. Bordering these are 9(5,000 
mausoleums and monuments of every 
description, from tho_ most magnificent 
tombs to the most unpretending nrns. 
Each little house has its family name 
above the door, and few are ever with- 
out somo fresh tokens of loving remem- 
brance. 


Tho French may not be a deeply re> 


ligious nation, but they certainly do not 
lack personal affection and respect, and 
this is strikingly shown in their devo- 
tion to the memory of their dead. Orna- 
mental wreaths made of beads or tin, 
black, white and colored, many of them 
with appropriate mottoes, were piled or 
hung upon the monuments. 


Entering one of tho main streets and 


walking up the hill, we were soon in a 
labyrinth of tombs. Inside of one littlo 
house, which had a glass door, there was 
a shelf built of marble, upon which 
stcod a framed photograph of a man. 
On each side "were vases filled with 
white lilacs, and underneath was stretch- 
ed a white ribbon, and letters in gold 
upon it told that this was an offering 
from his sorrowful schoolmates. Throe 
columns rising from one pedestal and 
resembling some fragment of a Roman 
ruin stood to commemorate three broth- 
ers who had wished to%be laid together. 
Many monuments were like obelisks or 
in other Egyptian forms, showing the 
influence upon the fashion of the time 
of Napoleon's eastern campaign. One 
large column with a broken shaft stood 
alone in an open space upon a raised 
platform and attracted our attention be- 
cause of the great number of wreaths 
and flowers piled high upon it. This 
was a monument to those whose burial 
places were unknown, whose deaths 
•were shrouded in mystery, and whose 
mourners come here to pray and weep. 
As we looked a poor woman with a 
child by one hand added her little spray 
of chrysanthemums to the gay but pa- 
thetic heap. Soon familiar and world 
famous names began to claim our inter- 
est. Here lay Moliere and further on 
Alfred de Musset, the great poets, 
Chopin's last resting place marked by a 
beautiful figure. 
Lafontaine, with a 


little fox appropriately crowning his 
sepulcher—for who can mention him 
without thinking of the sly puss that 
got the crow's dinner?—Balzac, the nov- 
elist; Cherubini, the composer, and 
many other famous painters, authors 
and musicians. Then the brave men 
who fought for France—Marshal Key, 
Napoleon's right hand man, who lies in 
a little inclosed lot filled with shrubs 
and flowers, but with no monument, for 
when he died his enemies were in power 
and would allow none to be erected, and 
now its absence and the simple grave 
speak more eloquently than could the 
finest tomb. 


Near by lies poor Villenenve, who 


lost at Trafalgar and in consequence of 
Napoleon's displeasure received such a 
harsh repulse when he returned to Paris 
that he ran a needle through his broken 
heart. Just across the way from him is 
Parmentier, the agriculturist. He was 
the man who with the utmost difficulty 
convinced the dainty French that the 
potato was worth cultivating and eat- 
ing. They say that Marie Antoinette 
helped him to attain this end by wear- 
ing potato blossoms with her beautiful 
ball gowns. However trne this may be, 
certain it is that the vegetable is plan ted 
every year around the good man's tomb. 
There is one tomb which every one is 
sure to visit at Pere la Chaise, and this 
is the grave of Abelard and Heloise, the 
grave that has been the subject of so 
many songs and verses, and where lov- 
ers come to plight their vows and pledge 
their faithfulness. 
Very romantic it 


must be, too, on a moonlight evening, 
with the pale rays falling on the stone 
figures lying peacefully side by side, 
with folded hands, under the canopy of 
early Gothic style, with queer gargoyles 
at each corner. The story of the lovers 
is well known. They had many trials 
. and tribulations, 'iat at last they rest 
together, according to Heloise's last 
wish that she might be reunited to her 
idol. Through the tombs and trees we 
went higher and higher, until we came 
out upon a wide terrace and Paris burst 
upon our view. Paris, sparkling in the 
sunlight, spread before ns in a glittering 
panorama, an immense expanse of white 
buildings with domes, towers, spires 
and bridges, and the Eiffel tower rising 
like a gaunt skeleton amid the feast of 
beautiful architecture. No wonder that 
the mutineers of the commune appreci- 
ated the fine advantages of position af- 
forded by Pere la Chaise. Here they in- 
trenched themselves and transformed 
the quiet cemetery into a noisy camp. 
Here they met the fir«i from the govern- 
ment positions, unti finally they were 
overpowered by troops which scaled the 
heights, and the terrible slaughter took 
place when thousands of the communists 
fell among the sepnlohers. Some poor 
•wretches tried to hide in the tombs, and 
the merciless soldiers closed them up 
fast, so that to this day skeletons of their 
victims are found in their ghastly pris- 
ons. .-—Paris Cor. New York Observer. 


Hadrian's Wall. 


Hadrian, in A. D. 120, built a stone 


wall from feovBfSes, near Carlisle, on 
Solway frith, to l&e river Tyne, near 
Newcastle. It was 80 miles long and 
garrisoned by 10,000 troops. It was 
from 12 to 20 feet high at various 
points, 8 feet thick at tho top and was 
provided with, a gallery in the rear, 
which enabled its tiSfenders to take 
their stand with only head and shoul- 
ders 'visible to the enemy. 
At every 


quarter of a mile there was a castle 
with a garrison of troops. Beacon lights 
and signals were used, and on an at- 
tack, whether by day or by night, the 
news was at once flashed up and down 
the wall from sea to sea.

Increasing Resemblance In Faces to th» 


Aboriginal Type — A Study of Head*, 
With Especial Attention to the Resi- 
dents of Pennsylvania. 


It is an extraordinary question in an- 


tlfropological science which has been ' 
propounded popularly of late. The in- 
fluence of environment upon the race 
resident in the United States must in 
tho coarse of four centuries produce cer- 
tain marked and undeniable physical ] 
results. It is not generally ;w?kuowleclg- 
ed by American anthropologists thai; 
there is a tendency of rcvc-rsion to the 
type indigenous to the soil. But foreign'I 
students of race, with more perspective, 
have offered interesting food for reflec- 
tion. A writer in the Chicago Times- i 
Herald, commenting on the assertion of \ 
the French authors that ou this com:- i 
ueut the American -white man has varied 
toward the Indian type, offers a. support- 
ing study whi"h is curiously fascinating 
—po»nibly vastly important. 


First, the familiar faces of the carica- 


turists' creation are called in as wit- 
ucsseh. Tl'io Yankee and the southron— 
large and loos? limbed—of these pictures 
arc types, even as the stout, full faced 
John Bull is a type found in another 
environment. Both American favorites 
of the cartoonist Ivivo high cheek bones 
and usually tXL,"lionb straight noses. 
These witness; s r.rc not, of course, scien- 
tifically admissible. The faces given us 
by the caricature makers are impres- 
sions, not testimony. 


Scientific, however, is the study of- 


fered of the Pennsylvania Germans,—a 
happy, thrifty, frugal people, who havo 
been subjected to American conditions 
for nearly two centuries, with very lit- ' 
tie intermingling with other races, 
much less than the English people in 
New England or ia Virginia. 


It is true that the pervasive and be- ' 


gulling Irish havo intermarried some- 
what with these old Pennsylvania set- 
tlers, but in the main it is a very exclu- 
sive, pure blooded Palatinate stock. 
Data havo been secured relative to a 
large number of .school children and to 
adult males from 25 to 5t) years of age, 
and many copies of portraits of original 
settlers. It appears that stature in- 
creases and that other important gener- 
alizations may be made, tentatively of 
course. The increase of finger reach is 
marked, and the head measures are im- 
portant. 


"The anthropologist places consider- 


able value upon certain proportions or 
relations between measures,'' says the 
student of the subject. '' Thus the length 
of the head and the breadth of the head, 
when compared, give numerical expres- 
sion, which is called the cephalic index. 
To find it tho length is divided into the 
breadth and the result multiplied by 
100. 
A head one-half as wide as it is 


long -\voulrl have an index of 50; one 
three-fourths as wide as long would 
have an index of 75; one as wide as it 
was long would ha^e an index of .100. 
There is no race whose head is normally 
so wide as to have an index of 100 or so 
narrow as to have one of 50. The higher 
the index, of course, the broader and 
sounder the head; the lower the index, 
the longer and narrower the head. Ger- 
mans 
ed. Topmard give; 
Lorraiue the index of 85.3. The average 
index of 100 Pennsylvania Germans is 
81.9, which is notably less and nar- 
rower. The heads of our northern and 
eastern Indians are still longer and nar- 
rower. We cannot at present make a 
further comparison with profit. \Yhat 
we have already said may prove erro- 
neous when we learn the actual Palati- 
nate type. We assume now that tho 
Palatinate Germans were of medium 
stature, light haired, blue or light eyed, 
round headed, with a finger reach of, 
1.043. We find that the Pennsylvania 
German children are dark in hair and 
eyes, that the men are probably of in- 
creased stature, that heads appear to be 
lengthening, that arm reach appears to 
be increasing. In all these respects the 
Pennsylvania German varies from the 
assumed Palatinate type and in the di- 
rection of the Indian. If onr assumption 
proves valid, we may claim that cur 
evidence shows change, which, if con- 
tinued, may form an Indian type from 
the German." 


All this, it must be noted, is abso- 


lutely distinct from any of tho reasons 
for discussing the tendency of Americans ' 
to revert to original types from tho in- , 
filtration of the xsd. Indian blood itself j 
in the veins of the white racq. From the ! 
days of the old French and Indian wars | 
fireside tales of New England intermix- i 
ture of that sort have been common I 
enough. A recent novel has expressed 
the country knowledge in New England 
that there is an occasional "streak" 
from ancestry that approached New 
England from the west as well as that 
•which approached it from the east across 
the Atlantic. In the western states and 
territories the great numbers of hall 
breeds whose descendants find their way ' 
into the life of cities brings to bear a i 
curious and unreckoued force in the de-1 
velopment of the fiber and sinew of the 
raco in North America.—Boston Tran- 
script.

Lawton'i Big Soldier 


The moment that Gen. Lawton ar- 


rived in town from the front Mrs. 
Lawton took charge of him. She saw 
to it that his clothes and! his food1 were 
right; and! the biff soldier was as a 
child In the little woman/a hands. 


She hurried thronigh the dark days 


•of his absence by making light ftor 
the wounded officers and men. of her 
husband's division, who were in the hos- 
pital. The arrangements that she was 
making to surprise each one with a 
Christmas present had to wait for the 
three days that he was at home before 
he started on the insignificant expe- 
dition that cost him his life, I hap- 
pened to see them- Woth the last after- 
noon they, were together. She was sit- 
\ ting near hi9 desk at the division head- 
quarters while ha was looking over the 
typewriter's copy of MB orders for the 
expedition, wnichi he had written with 
a pencil on ai pad in his full, round 
hand. 


I had1 brought him a piofcogi'aph of 


himself which waa taken last spring. 
Anything about the general interested 
Mrs. Lawtoin at once. She scrutinized 
the likeness carefully from many points 
of view and concluded1 that it was 
very good- Since it was taken, however, 
the general had grown a full beard. 


"I shall have to make another on 


that account," I suggested. 


But, as she looked first at the nlcture 


and then at the general she seemed du- 
bious about this. 


"I don't know as I am going1 to let 


him keep the beardi," she explained. 
"It does very "well for the present for 
he has so little chance toi shave when 
he is at the front." 


"Would you go withi him to a P(ost 


hop in the states if he wore- it?" I 
asiked her Jokingly. 


"Oh, I would so with him. anv- 


where!" she replied earnestly. 


The road to the general's headauar- 


tera was a well beaten one for the cor- 
respondents. He was always access- 
ible and1 kindly, and never misplaced 
confidence in trusting: them with in- 
formation as to hte future movements. 


"It won't be worth your while to go 


with us on this triip," he said. "We are 
only going out to garrison San. Mateo 
with two battalions of Infantry and an 
escort of Colonel Lockett's cavalry. 
Maybe there are two or three hundred 
insurgents up there. They'll fire a few 
shots and runv as usual." 


Early in, th/e afternoon a heavy rain- 


storm set in. On his way at ntoe o'clock 
in the evening •out to the pumping' sta- 
tion, where the little force was to be 
mobilized, he stopped at the palace for 
a final word with General Otlsi who 


him again] that too was needleaslz 


exposing himself to the storm and to 
turn the command over to Colonel 
Lockott. 


"Oh, I'm all right," he said. This 


will keep the rain off," referring to a 
long, yellow oilskin coat that he was 
wearing1. 


It waa as hard for him to keen out 


of the thick of the fighting as for some 
small boys to keer> out of mischief. 
When the bullets w- -e unusually thick 
be would take off his white helmet and 
hold It between his two nands as if 
he was trying to discover why It at- 
tracted them. His staff begged him 
again and again to discard this helmet, 
which made him so prominent—he was 
always standing or on horseback—as 
the church steeple in the landscape of 
a town viewed from a distance. He 
only laughed and said: 


"It's very comfortable. 
Keeps my 


Head cool. Bought jt at Suez for a. dol- 
lar and a half. Bargain, wasn't it." 


In one sense the manner of his death 


was quite worthy, in another sense 
quite unworthy, of his character. His 
was not the spirit to have borne with 
a bad wound which would have en- 
feebled him for life. For a major- 
general to be potted in an exchange of 
shots for whioh skirmish is too dig- 
nifi&d a name Is appalling to the mili- 
tar/ mind. For Lawton to fall while 
he was passing along his firing line 
doing the work of a lieutenant was 
wholly in keeping with Lawton's ca- 
reer. The man who was fond of under- 
going the same hardships as his men 
fell by their side. The brooks had be- 
come torrents and the mud was knee- 
deep that morning. When his position 
entitled him to be in town, he was out 
with his men in a drenching storm. 
The bullet which passed throught his 
body just above the heart, causing In- 
stant death, may have been aimed at 
the rain-coat which he wore or it may 
have been only a random shot. It was 
not so out of place that the body of the 
man who had followed Indian trails on 
the western plains, had retained his 
buoyant spirit in the days of doubt 
when our army was lying before San- 
tiago, and had made forced marches 
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across muddy dikes and through jungle 
in Luzon, should have been borne 
across the stream into San Mateo on 
the shoulders of 'his men who were 
waist-deep in the water. He died without 
knowing that he was a brigadier in the 
regular service, but with the satisfac- 
tion of knowing that another town of 
those that he had taken was being 
garrisoned.— Frederick Palmer in Col- 
lier's Weekly.

FILLING A BULLDOG'S TEETH. 


Operation Which a Scranton Dentil* 
Did With Hesitation, but Snocen, 


A powerful and ferocious bulldog, 


owned by Dr. Ward of Scranton, Pa.,

MILITARY SCIENCE, 


Umpllfled Fortifications, Bicycles and Au- 


tomatic Guns Are Modern Features. 
It seems to be thft geaoral opinion 


among United States army officers that 
the development of military science in 
the immediate future will be in the di- 
rection of simplified f ortiflcations, great- 
er utilization of the bicycle mid the ex- 
tended use of some form of^utomatio 
gun. The modem army engineer seen 
little use in raising great mounds of 
earth such as used to be done when 
hasty and even permanent works were 
ueeded. The bigger the earthwork the 
greater the mark for the enemy's guns. 
A hole in the ground has been the theo- 
retical formula for fort building, and 
now that we possess fleldpieoes with 
disappearing carriages it can be prac- 
tically carried out A gun that is capa- 
ble of rising out of an innocent looking 
hole, pouring forth great volleys of 
death dealing bullets and then sinking 
out of sight, leaving hardly a trace of 
its presence and certainly nothing to fire 
at, is formidable enough to invest the 
new theory with all needful logic. It 
would be to an enemy what the hollow 
road near Waterloo was to the cuiras- 
siers of Napoleon. 


The rifle of the future mil be the au- 


tomatic rifle. This is the conclusion of 
military men not only of this, but of 
other countries. General Wille, a Ger- 
man army expert on the subject of fire- 
arms, says decisively that it will ulti- 
mately be the rifle in general use by the 
armies of the world. Its particular point 
of merit is its capacity for doing away 
•with the mechanical operation of load- 
ing. In effect it does its own loading, 
leaving the soldier free to attend to the 
business of firing, thus concentrating his 
attention on his opponent and rendering 
his aim surer. 


As pointed out by General "Wille, the 


force of the recoil of the automatic gun 
is employed for charging and closing 
the breech, and the firer has only to let 
off the shot in order again to load the 
weapon, so that the number of shots dis- 
charged without an effort is precisely 
the same as the total contents of the 
magazine. 
The only comparatively 


weak part of the automatic gun lies in 
its springs, but, as they have been found 
after tests made in Austria to withstand 
the wear and tear of from. 10,000 to 14,- 
000 discharges, this does not count for 
much.—New York Sun.

Salaries Earned by Successful Bnyen. 
A good buyer who year after year in- 


creases his business and the reputation 
of his department, who leaves for th-i 
semiannual inventory a clean and de- 
sirable stock—one who, in fact, has tb.9 
genius of money making—is paid a sal- 
ary in the big houses of from $5,000 to 
$10,000 and often a percentage on the 
yearly increaseof his sales. In some of 
the largest departments a number of the 
most capable buyers thus receive as 
much as $30,000 a yeax and are regard- 
ed as cheap at that, a fact which can be 
readily understood when it is remem- 
bered that in a single department of a 
great shop selling, say, $1,000,000 
worth of goods a year, a difference of 5 
per cent in the profits, which may be 
the result of a good manager as distin- 
guished from a mediocre one, amounts 
to $50,000. 
On the other hand, in the i 


lower class stores buyers in many of the 
departments are paid as low as $25 a 
week, with no percentage. If the large 
incomes are the great exception, it is 
also to be salo1 that the opportunities are 
more numerous than the men with the 
ability to take ao.vantage of them.—

So 
perfect was his sense of hcaor that, in 
the numerous pabals which were often 
formed, his name was never mentioned, 
for he never did anything which could 
be subject for criticism or reproach. He 
soon became the most daring horseman 
in the academy.'' He had a way of 
solving problems out of rule by the ap- 
plication of good, hard sense, and IJufus 
Ingalls ends by saying: "When our 
school days were over, if the - average 
opinion of the members of the class had 
been taken, every one would have said:

Where did Franklin, who was 
grubbing for funds to carry him home 
at the time this picture is supposed to 
have been painted, get th$ money for 
the "purple and fine linen** in which he 
is arrayed, let atone to £ay the artist 
for his work? Aside from Franklin's cir- 
cumstances being against its authentic- 
ity, his "Autobiography" is silent upon 
so impprtant a subject as this portrait, 
and its history is purely mythical. 


Another picture that has no better 


claim to be considered a likeness of Ben- 
jamin Franklin hangs in the Metropoli- 
tan Museum of Art and was painted by 
Stephen Elmer, an English still life 
painter. There is nothing to show that 
it was given the name of Franklin until 
1824, when a plate engraved by Ryder 
and published in 1783, as "The Politi- 
cian, "was rclettered and issued with 
the name of Franklin. 


The last picture to be mentioned in 


this expurgatoriftl lief-- is of the first im- 
portance as a work of art. It was paint- 
ed by Thomas Gainsborough and ia in 
the collection of the Marquis of Lands- 
downe, but it is clearly not Benjamin 
Franklin. It is, in my opinion, the por- 
trait of Governor William Franklin.—

Their Strange Habits, Instinct* and Mean* 


of Getting; Food. 


You are'all familiar with the common 


black beetle known as the ttunblebng, 
and perhaps may have soon it rolling a 
ball with its hind legf, pushingVlt back, 
ward. The ball contains the egg of the 
beetle, and the creature is taking it to 
a place of safety. 


A green beetle spotted with white is 


called the tiger beetle. He is a clever 
fellow and very cunning in his manner 
of securing his prey. He will dig a hole 
»foot in depth and then crawl to the 
top and form himself into a bridge 
across the chasm, burying his head in 
such a manner as to appear like some- 
thing inanimate, but he will be on the 
alert for the unwary creature that 
makes an attempt to cross on his back. 
In an instant the bridge will give way 
and the prey will be precipitated into 
the hole. The beetle will follow and 
quickly dispatch the game, when he 
will return, reform the bridge and al- 
lure another victim. 


Old fashioned furniture is often com- 


pletely ruined by the lame of a beetle 
called the anobuim. A peculiar eound 
like the ticking of a clock is made by 
these beetles when they call to each 
other, the noise being made by striking 
the jaws against their resting place, and 
often iu old houses filled with old fur- 
niture the superstitious, when they hear 
this peculiar sound, imagine the place 
to be haunted. 


Another beetle is found in dark cel- 


lars, where it thrives upon dust and 
trash. It is so difficult to exterminate it 
that it is looked upon as something un- 
canny, and the ignorant regard its pres- 
ence as an ill omen. 


The sacred beetle of Egypt is not un- 


like our own common beetle, and the 
female lays her egg in the same way, 
wrapped in a substance which is to pro- 
tect it and furnish food. She rolls it up 
into a ball with her fore legs, sometimes 
carrying it a long distance upon her 
head; digs a hole in the earth, deposits 
her egg laden ball, covers it up, and 
leaves it to attain its perfect develop- 
ment. 


The sexton beetle is a curious crea- 


ture. He has a thick body and powerful 
limbs and a mo&t acute sense of smelL 
No sooner does a small animal die than 
the sextons gather about the body and 
begin to put earth upon it. In a few 
hours the dead animal has been covered 
and the beetles have laid their eggs in 
the carcass, which is to nourish the 
larvae. 


A remarkable creature is the bom- 


bardier beetle, and it is provided with 
a strange means of defense. It lives iu 
a community under stones, and when 
disturbed discharges a fluid of a very 
penetrating odor, much like gas, which 
explodes as it comes in contact with the 
air and passes into vapor. Eighteen ex- 
plosions oan be made in succession by 
one bombardier, and while these are 
being thrown off like a volley of artil- 
lery the beetle effects its escape. The 
fluid is like nitric acid to the taste. It 
causes a sharp pain if placed upon the 
tongue and leaves a yellowish stain.-— 
Our Animal !Friends.

Adore Thackeray. 


"About 15 years ago readers used to 


be divided roughly into two classes— 
those who 'liked Dickens' and those who 
' adored Thackeray,' '' writes the critic 
Droch in The Ladies' Home Journal 
"Each class used to view the other with 
more or less contempt. Of the two the 
Thackeray people felt themselves consid- 
erably superior to the Dickens people. 
There were not so many of them, for 
one thing, and that in itself gave them 
a feeling of esclusiveness (something 
like the attitude assumed by George 
Meredith's admirers of the present day). 
But Thackeray's complete works for 
$8.99 rapidly abolished the aristocracy. 
Artificial barriers do not long count for 
much with a great writer. 


"You no doubt very soon found out 


that in certain moods there was nothing 
more satisfying to you than 'Pendennis,' 
and at another time the best novel that 
you ever read was 'David Copperfield.' 
I have no doubt that in the long run 
deep in your heart you will cherish a 
finer affection for the one than the other.

The one you like 
best fits best into your life as you are 
making it. You will discover that a 
change of scene or occupation often 
brings you into sympathy with a writer 
whom you never before appreciated. A 
great sorrow will sometimes reveal 
George Eliot to yOn; a little journey in 
England will show you new beauties in 
Trollope; a wave of war feeling in Eu- 
rope and people begin rereading Tolstoi's 
'War and Peace,' "

York last Saturday night, to Grace 
Barren, alias Sadie Decker, -who was 
arrested in this city in 1898 for using 
the mails to defraud. 
Local readers 


will remember that this young woman 
lived here for a time and by advertis- 
ing in a matrimonial paper obtained 
various proposals of marriage. She 
collected $50 each from several of her 
dupes on the specious plea that she 
needed it for her trousseau and her 
railroad fares. W. A. Vest, of Beau- 
mont Texas, made a complaint against 
her. She went to Texas and married 
him, 
and he was obliged to stop the 


proceedings. 
Subsequently she de- 


serted him. 


Since then the officials have lost sight 


of her until the appearance of the An- 
na Louise Barren, who claims to be an 
actress, and for whose love Charles 
Witherell killed himself. 
She is de- 


scribed as the daughter of a Spaniard, 
and possessing the dark beauty of the 
women of her father's race. She has 
dark hair and sparkling black eyes, and 
her manner has that charm which 
might easily have influenced an im- 
pressionable young- man such as was 
Witherell. To a New York reporter she 
said of the man who committed sui- 
cide: 


"He was a lovely boy, and honorable 


and manly as he could be. I came here 
to New York eight, or nine weeks ago. 
My life had been unhappy, and I was 
overcome by a great sorrow. I met 
'Ed' at the home of a young- woman 
friend of mine, a Vassar girl. I never 
thought 
of the boy loving me. My 


heart was broken. I had lost all faith 
in man, and this boy—he was a lovely 
boy—sympathized with me. 


"Oh, 
why did I ever ecme to New 


York? "Was it that I might meet that 
poor boy and be the one for -whom he 
would commit suicide? I believed that 
there was no such thing as love. I was 
growing hard hearted and cruel. Poor 
kid! 
How could he care for me? I did 


not realize it. I did not know it. He 
saw that I was sorrowful. He was at- 
tentive and kind. He talked of love 
and I laughed at him. Why, I had only 
known him seven weeks. 


"I shall never forget the last .time I 


saw him. It was last Saturday night. 
He had spoken to me of his love, but 
I told him how hopeless it was, for I 
loved another. He seemed to be des- 
pondent. I told him to go home. His 
face grew very grave. 'I shall go,' he 
said, 'if you wish it.' That was the 
lart I saw him alive. It seemed so un- 
like him, too, to leave my name and 
address in that letter, where he must 
have known that it would eventually 
become public. Yet for all that he was 
a manly fellow. I liked him. If I had 
only twenty years more to live I 
would say make it two, and bring back 
that boy." 


The girl has been in Boston, and it is 


said that she recently went to New 
York from Boston on account of the 
fact that her name was drag-ged into a 
divorce case brought against the son 
of a millionaire.
